Fast Track and Pleasant Weather 
Have Their Due Effect. 



Abadane Again in Front — ^Amer- 
ican Ace Wins in Fast Time 
— ^Today’s Big Contest. 



LATONIA. Ky.. September 23.— Today’s pro- 
eram was ono of the best weekday offerings of the 
present racing term and resulted in spirited fin- 
ishes following earlier close contention. A better 
grade of starters ns a whole furnished the contests 
and the medinm -sized fields contributed extensively 
to make the racing interesting. Weather and track 
t*onditions were of a superior sort, fast time being 
recorded in all the dashes where the better racers 
met. Disaptmintment was in store for a large part 
of the visitors in many of the dashes. Their w'isdoni 
with respect to winners was all awry and frequently 
miscalculations spelled a considerable loss to them. 

The.v began auspiciously enough when Abadano 
won the initial race in the hollow'est fashion. The 
three-quarters sprint, in which some good short -dis- 
tance performers met. found American Ace showing 
a return to his best form and decided improvement 
over his three preceding races here, although two 
of them were on a muddy track, considered to be 
against him. His victory was never seriously in 
doubt this afternoon after traversing the first 
quarter, where he parted from the others to win 
with all ease. Centimeter, racing prominently from 
the start, but cut off just before reaching the 
stretch, finished a fast going second. The surprise 
of the race was the good performance of Peace 
Pennant, which got up in the last stride for third 
place, but lie was aided to this portion of the purse 
by Aec High swerving out badly in the last eighth. 

The mile and a sixteenth claiming race furnished 
an exciting finish of three, with Blanche Mac the 
winner from the suddenly improved Brotherly Love, 
with the poorly ridden Kewpie O’Neil following. 
Blanche Mac had been tested a bit high in her 
former races at this meeting and met today op- 
position more in line with her own class. At that 
had Scobie not ridden Kewniie O’Neil so wide for 
the entire distance he might have won. 

Lady Mother, carrying F. J. Kelley’s colors, again 
ran a consistent race and won from the heavily 
Imfked Martha Fallon after a strenuous stretch 
drive. The pair met in the $1,600 five and a half 
furlongs purse and they had the race between them 
after Birdie G. dropped out of contention. 

RADIO’S IMPROVED RACE. 

Radio, a disapiiointment in a preceding race, 
when ridden by Lunsford, ran in much improved 
form under Pool’s guidance this afternoon and just 
beat Ace home. The latter was unlucky to lose 
and bis failure was due to Garner’s action in tak- 
ing him wide and forcing Omer K. out. Had 
Garner gone about his own affairs he would have 
won. 

The B. R. Bradley jinx still persists and Black 
Betty, substantially supported, was beaten deci- 
sively in the second race. Margaret Winsor was 
the victress here over Georgette, Black Betty tak- 
ing third place. 

The concluding race also found betting wisdom 
far astray and the running of this mile dash was 
attended by quick improvement on the part of 
Bunga Buck, which won from Easteside and Wick- 
ford. United Verde and Legal, two that were ex- 
p»*ted to figure prominently in the race, were in 
the rear brigade at all times, the latter’s showing 
Iteing much out of line. 

High interest is taken in the outcome of tomor- 
row’s big race. H. E. Coleman has drawn place one 
at the iK>st; Black Servant two; Jouette three: Be- 
have Yourself four; Firebrand five; Advocate six; 
"Woodtrap seven; Midway eight; Sands of Pleasure 
nine, and Rouleau ten. oN jockeys have been 
named for H. E. Coleman, Firebrand. Woodtrap or 
Midw’ay, but L. Lyke will be on Black Ser>'ant, A. 
Collins on Behave Yourself. E. Pool on Joiiett. G. 
Fields on Advocate. E, Barnes on Sands of Pleasure 
and M. Gamer on Rouleau. 

Jockey Lunsford was suspended for the remainder 
of the meeting by the stewards for appearing at 
the scales in an unfit condition to ride. 

W. A. Dahlgren, auditor at the Jefferson Park 
track, was an arrival this afternoon for an indefi- 
nite stay. 

With the expiration of daylight saving time next 
Bunday post time for the opening race, beginning 
Monday, will be 1:45 p. m. 

O. A. COCHRAK HORSES ARRIVE. 

Trainer John Evans arrived this morning with 
five horses belonging to Gifford A. Cochran. The 
consignment included Bersagliere, a four-year-old; 
Smoke Screen, Cimarron and St. Michael, all three- 
year-olds, and the $40,000 two-year-old June Grass, 
which the stable recently acquired from Emil Herz 
and which is eligible to the Queen City Ha: dicap. 
All of the horses arrived in good condition. Smoke 
Screen, rated as a topuoteber among the three- 
year-olds, has no stake engagements in Kentucky, 
but he will be seen frequently in action in over- 
night races. He will be a valuable addition to 
the handicap division. It is the intention of 
owmer Cochran to race his horses in Kentucky for 
the remainder of the fall season. 

According to trainer Evans, Mr. Cochran will not 
come to Kentucky until the Churchill Downs meet- 
ing. At present he is enjoying a cruise in his 
private yacht. G. W. Carroll, the stable’s rider, 
accompanied the horses here. 

T. J. Murphy, well known Kentucky breeder, 
whose farm is located near Louisville, was a visitor 
this afternoon. He stated that be has disposed 
of all of his Golden Maxim yearlings except six. 
If these are not sold shortly he will turn them 
over to Joe ITmensetter to be broken and trained. 

Jockey H. Burke has been forced to abandon the 
saddle temporarily, owing to an illness lie contracted 
while riding in Canada. He expects to be able to 
resume riding in about a week. 

Jouett, a carded starter in the Twin City Handi- 
cap Saturday, was worked a mile and a quarter, 
after the races Thursday. He covered the distance 
In 2:M%. Advocate, another pipbable starter in 
UUn wfti Beat a (aft wUe tuif woiraJua. 



DEAUVILLE YEARLING SALES 



Tvfo Hundred and Ninety Youngsters Sold for 
an Average Price of $3,828. 



PARIS, France, September 3. — An interesting 
commentary on the sound condition of the French 
turf i.s afforded by the statistical record of the 
yearling sales at Deauville for 1921, which have 
just been published by Le Jockey. 

The average price for the youngsters was $3,828. 
A total of 290 yearlings went under the hammer, 
an increase of eighty-six over the sales of 1920. 
A total of 148 were writhdrawn during the sales.

In writing of the results of the yearling sales 
of 1921 Bend Or says in Le Jockey: 

“In my humble opinion w’e are well armed for 
future struggles. 

“We have produced some yearlings of fine qual- 
ity — of as good quality in fact as before the war 
— and strangely enough, the high-priced year- 
lings of 1919 and 1920 have proved on the track 
that their buyers were not deceived as to their 
merit. 

“In other words, we have no breeding crisis — we 
have a racing crisis. There are too many races 
and too many efforts demanded of the same horses 
— too few trainers to i>ersuade the new’comers 
among the owners that patience is as important 
as science. These newcomers to racing want to 
apply to racing the business methods they learned 
during the war and it is difficult to convince them 
that horses cannot be handled in that fashion. 

“The racing associations follow the movement 
because they have not the courage to oppose it. 
They may uot ’kill the goose that lays tlie golden 
eggs’ at one blow, but they will pluck its feathers 
so often and in such quantity that it will end by 
dying from that.’’ 



HAVRE’S FEATURELESS CARD 



Sammy Jay Beats Trooper in Close Finish — 
Siesta and Trantula*s Pretty Duel. 



HAVRE DE GRACE, Md.. September 23.— With 
the exception of the first two races, a dash for 
maiden two-year-olds and a steeplechase, the re- 
maining contests programmed for the third day’s 
entertainment at the Havre course were under 
claiming conditions and brought out the cheaper 
grade of horses. The weather was clear and warm, 
wiiile the track showed big improvement over the 
first two days. 

The fifth race, at one mile and a sixteenth, re- 
sulted in a stirring finish, E. F. Whitney’s Sammy 
Jay triumphing over the favorite. Trooper, after a 
spirited and loiig-8Ustaine<l stretch drive that 
brought victory in the last stride. Trooper set the 
puce all the way and appeared to have the race at 
his mercy when he turned for home with a three- 
length lead. He tired suddenly right near the end 
and gamely as he tried could not successfully resist 
the closing challenge of the Garry Herrmann geld- 
ing. 

The steeplechase was attended with several mis- 
haps. fortunutel.v none resulting seriously. The 
Strassburger pair, Perkiomeii and Briganna. led 
home the others. Pioneer being the only one to 
offer any real opposition. 

The J. R. Skinker entry. Siesta and Trantula, 
proved too much for Sam Louis’ Old Sinner in the 
fourth race. The pair drew aw'ay from th*> others 
in the last eigth and staged a pretty duel for first 
honors, the former getting the verdict by a nose 
in the last stride. 

The baiter brigade displayed considerable activ- 
ity today and resulted in four horses chauging 
barns. Sam Louis took Sammy Jay for $1,900, F. 
Holman secured Bribed Voter for $2,000, Trooper 
went to A. H. Vivell for $1,755 and W. H. Snyder 
se<Mired Horeb for $2,010. 

King Agrippa, which was badly cut down the 
other day. was destroyed this morning. 

Ernie Heider announced that Bountiful, which 
was brought here iu a motor vau from Belmont 
Park, had shipped in much better coudition than 
was expected. 

Plum Blossom was kicked on the kuee yesterday 
and will be on the shelf until the latter part of the 
Laurel meeting. 

Tom Saunders will be sold at public auction in 
the paddock next Tuesday to diBSohe the partner-

OPENING DAY AT WOODBINE 



Exterminator and Other Stars in Toronto 
Autumn Cup, the Big Inaugural Feature. 



TORONTO, Ont., September 23. — The autumn 
meeting of the Toronto Jockey Club, which is 
scheduled to begin at the Woodbine tomorrow, 
promises to eclipse in point of importance any 
meeting held at this famous old racing ground in 
years past. Every stall on the grounds is occupied 
and among the horses from the metropolitan circuit 
w’hich will race here is the great cup winner Ex- 
terminator. The track is in perfect condition and 
with promise of pleasant weather a record break- 
ing attendance is looked for. 

The program is a high-class one. The condition 
of five of the seven races call for distances of one 
mile or farther, with three stake races as feature 
attractions, the Woodbine Autumn Steeplechase, 
over the two-mile course, with $3,000 added; the 
Maple Leaf Stakes, at one mile and a sixteenth, 
$2,000 added, and the Toronto Autumn Cup, a handi- 
cap at a mile and a quarter, to which is added 
$7,500. 

A field of eleven, incinding Exterminator, Boni- 
face, My Dear and Registrar, is named to go to 
the post in the Toronto Autumn Cup. Exterminator 
is asked to carry the heavy impost of 137 pounds, 
which is certainly some task for even this sturdy 
racer.

MESSRS. DAVIES’ FINE STUD FARM, 

The Messrs. Davies, who race under the nom de 
course of the Thorncliffe Stable, have a select 
band of brood mares on their farm, which is lo- 
cated adjacent to the Thorncliffe race track. 
There are fifteen matrons at their stock farm, 
among them Frolic, Fair Annual, Sky Rocket. Gold 
Bud, Southern Maid, Loupania and Miss Gayle. 
All of these mares have weanlings at their sides 
by Calgary. Seven of them are colts. Last spring 
the Davies purchased a sister to Miss Joy and 
she will be bred next spring to First Sight. They 
have only four yearlings for next year’s racing, 
one by Nealon — Southern Maid, the other three 
being by First Sight. Three of this band are 

colts. 

W’Dlis Sharpe Kilmer is here to see his great long- 
distance gelding. Exterminator, race. Extermina- 
tor has two engagements heie, the Toronto Autumn 
Cup at one mile and a quarter, and the Ontario 
Jockey Club Cup at two miles and a quarter. 
Each race has $7,500 added. W. Kelsay will have 
the mount on Exterminator in both of these races. 

Henry McDaniel is here with the J. K. L, Ross 
stable. Tile string numbers twenty-one. 

Frank J. Bryan, who will act as one of the 
stewards and handicapper here, arrived today from 
New York. 

With the exception of three or four, the jumpers 
racing at Woodbine will be shipped to Laurel at 
the conclusion of this meeting. This consignment 
will consist of about four carloads. 

Jockey O’Connor, who was restored to full privi- 
leges a few days ago, has joined the stable of W. 
^ G. Wilson. 

There is a big band of horses here to draw from 
and the fields during the meeting should be large. 
I M. Mahoney was an arrival from Ottawa and 
I will be in charge of the mutuel department. 



MARYLAND RACING PROFITS TO BE CUT 



BALTIMORE, Md., September 23.— Profits of 
owners of the four one-mile race tracks in Mary- 
land hereafter will be limited to 10 per cent 
of their capitalized value. All other funds, after 
deduction of operating expenses, taxes and the 
state’s share of 15 per cent of net profits, will 
be devoted to improvements. The pari-mutuel cut 
of 5 i>er cent and breakage, and the present admis- 
sion fee of $1.50 will not be changed. 

This announcement was made by the Maryland 
Racing Commission, following the reaching of final 
agreement with representatives of all four tracks. 
Under the new terms something like $150,000 or 
$200,000 will be diverted from profits to improve- 
ments, it is estimated by Jervis Spencer, Jr., a 
member of the commission. Limitation begins this 
year, thus affecting the profits of last spring’s 
meetings and those of this fall. 



SIR ERNEST CASSEL PASSES AWAY 



LONDON, England, September 23. — Sir Ernest 
Cassel, a widely kno^vTi turf patron and breeder of 
thoroughbreds, was found dead in the library of his 
home in Park Liine on Wednesday night. He was 70 
years of age. All bis yearlings are listed for sale 
next week. 

Sir Ernest Cassel was the late King Edward’s 
financial adviser and personal friend. F. Boyd 
Rochfort managed his extensive stable and stud 
and now goes to Marshall Field in a similar capac- 
ity. The latter also acquires the Cassel stables at 
Newmarket. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 



The meeting now going on at Willows Park, Van- 
couver, is the last to be held in northwest Canada 
this year. 

Robert A. Smith of the Snnnyland Stable has 
taken up The Foreigner and Romulus and is pre- 
paring them for winter racing. They were sum- 
mered at his farm at Newark, Del. Four yearlings 
of Mr. Smith and three the property of Clarence 
Buxton have also been given their preUminary rac- 
ing leBsoQs at the farm. 



AUDACIOUS TURNS TABLES 

Easily Defeats Georgia, His Re- 
cent Conqueror at Belmont.

Frigate Again Disappoints, Fin- 
ishing Unplaced in the Glen 
Cove Selling Stakes. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., September 23. — ^The Foreign 
Stable’s Audacious, carrying top weight of 125 
pounds, showed a return to his best form in the 
Potomac Handicap at Aqneduct this afternoon. Not 
only did he reverse the dicislon over the Redstone 
Stable's Georgie, which beat him at Belmont Park 
when in receipt of twenty -two pounds, but also did 
it convincingly as respectively weighted today. 
Copper Demon was third. 

Kummer showed an abundance of faith in hia 
mount by the race he rode on the Star Shoot 
horse. Andacious went into the lead at the start 
and set a slow pace while going to the turn. Kum- 
mer made no effort to keep the lead when Copper 
Demon and Georgie moved np on the turn, from 
where he indulged the pair until ready in the 
stretch and then sent Audacions up on the outside 
to dispose of the leaders with great ease. He 
took his mount under restraint again at the finish, 
winning by the easy margin of a length and a 
quarter from the tired Georgie, with hard ridden 
Copper Demon in third place. 

Audacious, at his best, is a performer of rare 
quality. He was at his peak today. The time, 
l:45)i, is no criterion of what he could have done 
had he been pushed. 

The Oneck Stable’s Frigate was again a big dls- 
' appointment this afternoon, finishing fourth in the 
Glen Cove Selling Stakes, in which be was the 
pronounced choiee. Tody won the race in a sensa- 
tional finish, outstaying Knight of the Heather by 
the smallest of margins. 

Cnrfew took the* fifth race at one mile with 
ease from Gray Gables and Mademoiselle C'adeau. 
Miller held the Ten Point colt under restraint 
through the entire race after taking the lead in 
the first eighth and easily withstood the challenge 
of Gray Gables in the stretch. He had a length 
advantage at the finish, while Gray Gables held 
I second place by the same margin from Mademoiaelle 
Cadeau. Mademoiselle Cadeau was backed into 
favoritism, but she began slowly and, after work- 
ing her way up on the outside, tired in the 
stretch. 

OLD RELIABLE JOCK SCOT WINS. 

The old reliable Jock Scot, under Sande’s vigor- 
ous finish, won a hard-earned victory in the opener, 
defeating Fort Churchill by a head in the last 
stride. 

The Ultimus filly. Phantom Blue, was the odds- 
on favorite in the second race, which was for maiden 
two -year-olds. Only five of the original ten entries 
faced the starter. The favorite made a show of 
her opponents, leading all the way by a safe margin. 

The stewards of the meeting fined trainer Wil- 
liam Shields $25 for racing Tidings in blinkers 
without previously getting official permission. Tid- 
ings was claimed back by J. S. Cosden out of the 
first race for $2,205. 

Because of the failure of owners and trainers to 
comply with the spirit of the lenient scratch rule 
at Aqueduct the stewards of the meeting yesterday 
issued a request for more exact observance of the 
regulations. Owners have failed to scratch their 
horses before 1 p. m., as the rule provides, ap- 
parently preferring to pay the fee. It is probable 
that the stewards at Jamaica and Empire City will 
be forced to adopt the rule in force at Belmont 
Park to eliminate the scratch nuisance. 

Trainer Lewis Garth has severed his connection 
with the Oak Ridge Stable and will confine his 
activities in the future to training his own horses. 
It is rumored that former jockey J. Loftus, who 
has been acting as assistant to Garth in training 
the Oak Ridge horses since he was denied a riding 
license by the Jockey Club, will ask the stewards 
of that body for a trainer’s license and take over 
the string. 



MONTFORT JONES— K. SPENCE 



Latter to Sell All His Horses and Take Com- 
plete Charge of Jones’ Establishment. 



As a result of a recent conference between Mont- 
fort Jones and Kay Spence, an agreement was 
reached whereby the latter will shortly dispose 
of all his horses in training and devote all of his 
time to the care of the entire Jones establishment, 
including the horses now under the care of Cal 
Milam, which will be transferred to Spence at the 
close of the Churchill Downs meeting. The sale 
will take place in the last week of the Latonia 
meeting and, in addition to his own herses, Spence 
will sell those he is training for Col. W. A. 
Applegate. Spence now has nine horses in training 
for Mr. Jones and these he will retain, augmented 
by the eleven head now in charge of Mr. Milam. 
The consolidation of the stable's two divisions will 
give him twenty horses and, when combined with 
the thirty yearlings now at Douglas Park belonging 
to Mr. Jones, will give him fifty horses and make 
tlie establishment the largest to start next spring’s 
campaign.
